Neighbours, with whom, perhaps, ic will 
not be our EntereR to make War. 

If the Company areleft to Languifh and 
die, if thelr Fa@orsand Chiefs are oblig’d 
toabandon the Coaft and quit their Forts 
for want of Subfiftencey if in fhore, they can 
no longer maintain theirGround there, the 
Company not being able to fupport them, 
as Ithink it is oe Refle@ion upon them to 
fay they canaot—— They are the next Mo- 
ment in Pofiefion of the Putch 5 nor can 
you biame the Dutch for taking Pofeffion,

Now therefore is the Time, and now the 
only Time-———- The Company too plainly 
confefs they cannot go on thus aay longer ; 
indeed it cannot be poffible they thould 3a 
dying Life can never exift long; when the 
Spirits-are Exhaufted, how fhould the Bo- 
dylive? The Company with the Separate 
Traders left free, is like a Body with Horfe- 
Leeches faftned toit, and lJefttofack the 
Blood out of its Veins ; to bid the Creature 
live and not take the Leeches off, is to bid 
Water burn, or Fire freeze, ortobid the 
Glafgow Monfier live, when it was faftned 
to Death. ; 

If the Trade then is lefe but this one 
Seafon more anfettled, let the Nation for 
hereafter fay they bad fach a Trade, and 
let them recover it again if theycan 3 and 
let the Separate Traders tell us, if they will 
pretend to carry iton, or reftore it tous?
